From many points of view 1963 was an active year. Perhaps the easiest 
way tO gain a perspective of the year would be to review some of the 
more important areas of activities and interest. To this end the following 
reviews in very brief form, with no special order of importance, several 
items. 


Although no major contracts were let under the operating policy of the 
Department of Public Works, restricting the Department to maintenance 
projects, the fact that a number of small projects which had not been 
completed earlier, because of time and manpower limitations, were finally 
accomplished, indicates that the concentration of effort toward maintenance 
rather than heavy construction is beginning to show the effectiveness of this 
policy. 


Construction was begun on the Di-Ren Subdivision in East Sharon, the 
first “cluster” development in Sharon. 


The plan to stockpile Chapter 90 funds to achieve the final step in the 
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reconstruction of Bay Road was continued. It appears likely that this 
project can be accomplished in 1966. 


Restoration and construction work was done by the Conservation Com- 
mission at Mann’s Pond. 


The improvement of part of the basement of the Cottage Street School 
for Civil Defense purposes was completed. The remaining improvements 
authorized by the 1963 Town Meeting should be completed in 1964. 
This work was not finished in 1963 because Sharon was waiting to qualify 
for the sharing of Civil Defense costs by the State and Federal govern- 
ments. 


The installation of a new fire alarm panel in the fire station, replaced 
a panel originally installed in 1894. 


During 1963 there was considerable progress in the activities of the 
Town Government Study Committee, set up in 1962 to analyse the present 
Town government, and to recommend possible methods of strengthening 
it. The 1964 Town Meeting will have an opportunity to extend the work 
of this important Committee so as to allow it to bring forth final recom- 
mendations next year. 


Certain changes in the building law voted at the 1963 Town Meeting 
will provide better basis for consistent policy decisions as noted: 


a. Charge of building permit fee for municipal, religious or charitable 
purposes to be at cost to the Town rather than on a valuation basis. 
This will serve to clear up any misunderstanding with respect to this 
portion of the Building Law, since prior to this time the Selectmen 
were without authority to grant relief from the payment of fees on 
a valuation basis. 


b. Standardization of procedures for all applications for building per- 
mits. This is an important step toward relieving the Town of the 
burden of correcting future problems arising from faulty grading and 
drainage work done at the time of construction. 


c. Requirements for construction of outside access to the cellars of 
buildings will add to fire safety. 


The construction of a municipal skating rink has met with great favor 
in the Town this winter. It is hoped that the present rink may be en- 
larged next year, and that should the enjoyment of this facility continue as 
is now indicated, possibly an additional rink might be constructed in 
another area of Town in the future. 


In May 1963, the so-called “Conflict of Interest” law became effective. 
It is a distinct tribute to the high caliber of officials and employees, as 
well as to the citizens of the Town of Sharon that this law had little im- 
pact on the Town. It was necessary only to make four reclassifications of 
‘Town officials to conform with the law. 


Work was begun on the conversion of the electrical system of the Town 
from 4.16 KV to 13.8 KV, with installations along Walpole Street, 
South Main Street, Gunhouse Street, East Street, Bay Road, and North 
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Main Street to Canton Street, at a cost to the Boston Edison Company of 
$500,000. Besides providing more efficient control of electricity to the 
Town, and in keeping with similar installations in the surrounding com- 
munities, a major benefit will be the provision for more rapid restoration 
of power after interruptions in service because of storms or other natural 
events. 


The program of replacing inadequate water services was continued along 
Billings Street, from the Square to Cottage Street. 


Because of interest generated by the book “The Silent Spring” by 
Rachel Carson, the Board investigated the use of toxic chemical pesticides 
used in aerial spraying (for mosquitoes) to see whether the County and 
State agencies were properly concerned about such use. A comprehensive 
discussion with the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Engineers revealed 
that these agencies were, indeed, very much aware of the problems con- 
nected with indiscriminate uses of pesticides. The Board was assured that 
there is in effect a continuing program of study and watchfulness in this 
area, and, that should factual data show dangers to wildlife, the sprays 
would be immediately curtailed until such time as proper precautions 
could be undertaken. 


The 1963 Town Meeting authorized the Board of Selectmen to appoint a 
Development and Industrial Commission to study present uses and future 
trends for our land and that of abutting townships, to evaluate the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of industrial or related development, and to 
represent the Town in meetings or conferences with representatives of 
other towns, the State and Federal Government. The following persons 
were appointed by the Board: Peter R. Bagarella, Bernerd J. Delman, Saul 
Leibow, Irving H. Lief, Florence Mickels. 


Since it was found that the Town does not contribute to the drainage 
problem existing between Brook Road and Glendale Road, and engineer- 
ing studies indicated that the solution to the problem, both in method and 
in cost, were within reasonable bounds, the Board concluded that the 
project was properly one which the residents should and could correct, and 
not one in which the Town should share a financial interest, and hence, 
voted to abandon the project. 


Subject to a vote of approval by the 1964 Town Meeting it appears 
likely that the Cedar Swamp drainage project will finally be accomplished 
this year. The lowering of the level of Cedar Swamp should improve 
drainage conditions in a large section of Sharon Heights, eliminating the 
flooding of cellars during periods of heavy rainfall, with an attendant in- 
crease of efficiency of waste disposal systems. Undoubtedly the correction 
of this problem will be a boon to many resident of the area who have been 
patient for many years while waiting for other items to take justifiable 
priority within the Town. 


Again, subject to a vote of approval at Town Meeting, the East Sharon 
Standpipe will be constructed this year. This item was postponed from 
last year because it was realized that the impact of the Di-Ren Subdivision 
would not be seriously felt until 1964, and the construction of the water 
storage facility could be delayed a year. Although there is some disagree- 
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ment as to the size of facility which should be built, there is unity of 
Opinion as to the need for it. The March Town Meeting will offer ample 
Opportunity for discussion of this important matter and for a final decision 
by the townspeople. 


One ot the highlights of 1963 was the beginning of construction of the 
new town hall and the additions to the fire and police stations. After a 
two year study the Municipal Study Committee had recommended to the 
Town that rather than attempt to renovate the existing town hall it would 
be far more advisable to construct a new facility. As a consequence the 
Municipal Building Committee was voted into being at the 1962 Town 
Meeting. Unfortunately, the initial bids for the new town hall were 
deemed too high by the Committee, and the article to be presented at the 
1963 Town Meeting was withdrawn. However, the second attempt at 
bids was more successful, and at a Special Town Meeting in July, 1963, 
the Town voted to proceed with the construction of the new town hall. 
With its completion, and the razing of the present building, Sharon will 
have not only a beautiful, but a very efficient municipal complex in which 
it can take great pride. 


The Town has been involved in a number of legal actions over the past 
year, dealing with personal injury, property damage, and violations or 
interpretations of building and zoning laws. One major decision occurring 
at the New Year was that which held invalid the 100,000 square foot 
zoning law enacted by vote of Town Meeting in 1961. What overall 
effect this ruling will have upon the growth of the Town and the need 
for increased: services is impossible to predict at this time. It may be pre- 
sumed that the area affected by this invalidation will revert to a 40,000 
square foot zone. 


Actual and rapid construction of Interstate Route I-95 has changed the 
Sharon landscape in several sections of the Town, and will certainly change 
it still more. With a major expressway of this type passing through Sharon, 
and with two interchanges to be located within the limits of the Town, it 
would seem that the Town will become more attractive for both residential 
and industrial purposes. There is no question that I-95 will have an effect 
upon Sharon, but to what degree no one can foretell at this time. 


With over 900 dogs in Sharon, it is not difficult to understand that a 
real problem exists in terms of licensing, control, dog-bite, and nuisance. 
Although most people take pride in dog ownership, not all are so eager to 
assume responsibility for the actions of their dogs; as a result dog com- 
plaints are increasing at a formidable rate. It is not unlikely that if dog 
owners do not exercise good judgment and restraint with their animals, 
the Town may be forced to enact a leash law in the near future. 


Several town officials found it necessary to resign their respective po- 
sitions for various reasons during 1963. The Board wishes to thank them 
for their years of fine service to the Town, some for extended periods: 
Mr. John L. Keeling, Chairman of the Board of Health; Mr. Stanley Ding- 
man, School Committee; Mr. Nathan Norman, Dog Officer; Mr. John 
Newell, Planning Board; Mr. James J. Leonard, Civil Defense Director; 
Mr. Donald Farwell and Mr. Theodore Stern, Transportation Advisory 
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Committee. Mr. J. Spencer Rochefort was appointed to the School Com- 
mittee, Mr. Walter O'Neil as Civil Defense Director, Mr. Frank R. Parry 
as Board of Health Chairman and Nelson Kravetz and Mrs. Selma Wolfson 
to the Transportation Advisory Board. 


The Board wishes to express its sincere thanks for the cooperation, 
patience, and understanding existing amongst the various Boards and 
Committees within the Town. Harmony in the working relationships of 
Town officials and committee members has never been at a higher level. 


It is proper that this report close with a remembrance of that fateful 
day, November 22, 1963 — the day John F. Kennedy, President of the 
United States, was assassinated in Dallas, Texas — the day when our 
Town shared the shame and sorrow of the entire Nation. Shame because 
what happened could happen in our United States; sorrow that it did hap- 
pen. Perhaps the telegram which follows, sent to Mrs. John F. Kennedy at 
the White House in Washington, D.C., Sunday, November 24, 1963, re- 
flects, at least in part, what each of us may have felt upon the occasion of 
President Kennedy’s untimely death: 


The Board of Selectmen of the Town of Sharon, Massachusetts, act- 
ing on behalf of the residents extends profound sympathies and re- 


grets at the sudden and tragic passing of our late president. The 
name of John F. Kennedy will be recorded in the pages of history 
as one of our country’s most tlustrious patriots.

REPORT OF THE REGULAR TOWN MEETING 


Election of Town Officers, March 4, 1963 


Pursuant to the provisions of the Warrant of January 3rd, 1963, the 
inhabitants of the Town of Sharon qualified to vote in elections and Town 
affairs met in the High School Gymnasium at 12:00 Noon, March 4, 1963. 
The meeting was called to Order by Dwight P. Colburn, Moderator. He 
also read the call and return on the Warrant, reading of the remainder was 
waived by unanimous consent. 


Five thousand ballots were verified by Esther Slabin and Mary Carroll 
and delivered to the clerks. Ballot Box was shown to be empty, registering 
zero, box locked and keys delivered to James Mathews, Police Officer for 
the day. Balloting proceeded until 8:00 P.M. when the polls were de- 
clared closed. Ballots cast were checked with ballots on hand and shown 
to be 5000. Ballots were canvassed, results recorded on total tally sheet 
and declaration made at 10:00 P.M. by George Hughes as follows:

Article 43 Voted unanimously: That the Personnel Compensation By- 
law be amended as follows: 


a. 


By striking out all of Section 5.000 of Title III and substituting 
therefor the following: Section 5.000 one step increase. Beginning 
with the first pay period following the conclusion of his probation- 
ary period, provided he was hired at the minimum rate, each em- 
ployee retained shall receive a one step increase. 


By striking out under the pay schedule of Section 2.100 the present 
rates under Step 4, Step 5 and Step 6 of ATP-5 and substituting 
the following: Step 4, $156.50; Step 5, $167.00 and Step 6, $177.50. 


By striking out under the Pay Schedule of Section 2.500 the present 
rate for the Building Inspector and substituting the following: 
Annual Rate $2,000.00. 


By adding after Section 3.110 of Title VIII the following: Section 
3.111 Off-Duty Police Officers shall be paid $5.00 per day or part 
thereof for appearing at court to obtain complaints, and $10.00 per 
day or part thereof for appearing at court as a witness or to prose- 
cute complaints. So far as practicable court appearances shall be 
regulated by the Chief of Police. 


By adding after Section 3.200 of Title VIII the following: Section 
3.201 Employees with perfect attendance at work in any calendar 
month shall have one-half day added to annual vacation time. 
Vacation time accumulated under this section shall be used at the 
next annual vacation, except that upon written request by the em- 
ployee to the Board made prior to the next annual vacation, vaca- 
tion time accumulated under this Section shall be transferred to sick 
leave time.

All Town 
officers shall pay all fees received by them by virtue of their office into the 
Town Treasury.” (Approved by the Attorney-General June 5, 1963.) 


Article 5 Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate for the various 
Town officers and for defraying charges and expenses of the Town, includ- 
ing debt and interest, and for a reserve fund, the various sums, segregated 
as stated, recommended by the Warrant Committee and printed in the copy 
of the Warrant for this Annual Meeting, except the following: Highway 
Department, Public Welfare, Water Department, Interest, Bond Payments, 


Insurance, Selectmen, School.

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $61,575.00 
for the Water Department, of which $110.00 is for out of state travel, and 
$61,465.00 is for salaries, wages, and other expenses. 


Voted: That the sum of $20,169.00 be transferred from available funds 
and that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $76,433.00 for a 
total of $96,602.00 for interest. 


Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $264,103.00 
for bond payments. 


Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $50,210.00 for 
insurance. 


Moved: That the sum of $3,368.00 be raised and appropriated for the 
Selectmen. 


Amendment moved: That the Selectmen’s budget be increased by the 
sum of $150.00. 


Amendment carried. 


Voted: That the sum of $3,518.00 be raised and appropriated for the 
Selectmen. 


Voted: That the sum of $1,282.200.00 be raised and appropriated for 
the School Department of which the sum of $3,300.00 shall be for the 
athletic fund, $1,000.00 for out of state travel and $1,277,900.00 for 
salaries, wages and other expenses. 


Article 6 Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from time to time 
in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1963, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, 
in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Article 7 Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from time to time 
on or after January 1, 1964, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1964, and to issue a note or notes therefor, pay- 
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able within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 
of the General Laws. 


Article 8 Voted: That the Town give the same power with regard to 
the collection of taxes to the Collector of Taxes as the Town Treasurer has 
when he is appointed collector of taxes. 


Article 9 Voted: That the sum of $19,000.00 be transferred from the 
overlay reserve account to the reserve fund. 


Article 10 Voted: That the Town transfer the sum of $3,000.00 from 
available funds for its share of Chapter 90 Highway Maintenance costs. 


Article 11 Voted: That the Town transfer the sum of $8,000.00 from 
available funds for its share of Chapter 90 Highway Construction costs. 


Article 12 Voted: That the Town transfer from available funds the 
sum of $25,000.00, which sum shall be used to purchase one new loader, 
two new trucks, and one new pickup truck, with an item of similar classi- 
fication being traded in for each piece of equipment purchased. 


Article 13 Voted: That the sum of $7,000.00 be transferred from 
available funds in the treasury for the preparation of plans and specifica- 
tions and for the construction of a standpipe in the easterly section of the 
town.

Plot plans shall also 
show accurate distances from all lot lines, streets and ways, existing and 
approved street grades, proposed elevation of the top of the foundation, 
all existing structures upon said lot and the location of the sewage disposal 
system, and must be certified by a registered civil engineer or land surveyor 
registered in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In cases where the 
lot is larger than the minimum required in the zone, only a lot of minimum 
size need be shown on the plot plan. 


Applications and plot plans shall be kept on file in the office of the 
building inspector and must be on forms as required by the building in- 
spector. 


Upon receipt of an application for a permit to construct a new build- 
ing on a lot of land within the town, the building inspector shall refer 
the application to the Superintendent of Public Works, who shall forthwith 
furnish to the building inspector in writing the specifications of lines and 
grades and the provisions for drainage of said lot of land which the su- 
perintendent considers necessary. These specifications and provisions, un- 
less waived or amended by the Selectmen, shall be incorporated into any 
building permit thereafter issued by the building inspector for the con- 
struction of said building as conditions thereof.”

hereby is authorized to supervise the work, to appoint a clerk of the works,

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any vacancy in said committee shall be filled by the same method employed 
for the original appointment. Votes in the Affirmative, 213; votes in the 
negative, 27. A standing vote.

(This article called for necessary repairs to the existing Town Hall.) 


Article 3. Voted unanimously: That the Town Treasurer be and 
hereby is authorized to release and convey all interest acquired by the 
Town by reason of foreclosure of a tax lien in real estate at 48 High Plain 
Street, more particularly described in a deed recorded with Norfolk Deeds 
Book 1841, Page 24. 


Article 4. Voted: That the sum of $1,600.00 be transferred from avail- 
able funds for the construction of a municipal skating rink. 


Article 5. Moved: That Article 5 be indefinitely postponed. 
Previous question moved and carried unanimously. 


Voted: That action on Article 5 be indefinitely postponed. Votes in the 
affirmative, 111; votes in the negative, 107. A standing vote. 


Motion to reconsider action taken under Article 5 not carried. Votes in 
the affirmative, 90; votes in the negative, 115.

Northerly by East Street, one hundred twenty-eight and 97/100 
(128.97) feet; 


Easterly by land now or formerly of Bailey, thirty-six and 82/100 
(36.82) feet, more or less; 


Southerly by land of Newton, one hundred six and 80/100 
(106.80) feet, more or less; and 


Westerly by land of Newton, thirty-two and 72/100 (32.72) feet. 
Containing 3713 square feet, more or less.

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REPORT OF THE 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


DONALD ATKINSON, Superintendent 


In addition to carrying on snow removal, routine maintenance and 
construction, as outlined in the Divisional Reports, the Department com- 
pleted several major projects in the year 1963. One of the more visible 
accomplishments was the resurfacing of two miles of bituminous concrete 
pavement. This was made possible by utilizing funds under Chapter 90 
and Chapter 782 of 1962, the latter being a grant of $13,978.12 from the 
Legislature which did not require any contribution by the Town. Another 
major accomplishment was the construction of an outdoor skating rink 
on Town owned land, complete with parking lot and floodlights. Since 
this land, part of “Noble’s Pit” at the end of Oakland Road, had been a 
combination gravel pit and water hole, the Town has both rid itself of an 
eyesore and gained a winter recreational area. 


In my 1962 Annual Report, I submitted five recommendations, four of 
which received favorable vote at the 1963 Town Meeting. This vote en- 
abled the Department to improve street lighting, expand the Department 
by additional summer help, continue the equipment replacement program 
and to start the Master Water Improvement Program. I submit the follow- 
ing recommendations for consideration in 1964: 


1. The purchase of two-way radio equipment which will increase the 
efficiency of the Department, and help prevent the necessity of ex- 
panding the Department’s personnel. 


2. Continuation of the Master Water Improvement Program, which 
covers main extension, main replacements, additional storage facil- 


ities and additional pumping facilities. 


3. The repair of the DPW Garage floor to allow the Department to 
use the Garage as originally built. 


4. Continuation of the Equipment Replacement Program. 
5. The replacement of the existing swimming docks at Lake Massapoag. 
In closing, I would like to thank all Town Departments, the Public 


Works employees, and, in particular, the Board of Selectmen for their 
cooperation and support throughout the year.

INSECT PEST. AND IVY CONTROL 


Poison ivy is becoming less of a problem to the Department each year. 
This is being accomplished not only by foliage sprays but by the removal 
of brush and the treatment of the stubble along the roadside. Road widen- 
ings, new developments and sidewalk contruction projects also help in the 
eradication of this vine. 


This year the Department arranged for two aerial sprayings for mosqui- 
toes to the most densely populated areas and along both sides of most roads 
where houses were close together. This program is worked in conjunction 
with the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project whose Superintendent 
is Mr. John C. Kuschke. Mr. Kuschke and his personnel have been most 
cooperative through the years and have done an excellent job of helping 
to keep the mosquitoes to a minimum. 


DUTCH ELM DISEASE CONTROL 


The Dutch Elm disease control program consisted of one dormant spray, 
one foliage spray, removal of dead wood and the removal and burning 
of 47 diseased trees. Experiments with a new fungicide were conducted 
by the Massachusetts Division of Natural Resources on three diseased elms 
with the hope that good results may be reported in the spring of 1964. 


Seventy-five samples were taken throughout the year with results as 
follows: 16 diseased trees, 52 no fungus and seven showed wood decay. 


CARE OF TREES 


C. FRED WILLIAMS, Tree Warden

During the year 1963 the tree maintenance was planned on a block 
basis. The major effort was put into the area surrounded by the following 
streets: North Main St., Billings St., East St. and Bay Road. All roadside 
trees within this area were elevated and pruned to eliminate hazardous 
conditions and enhance the beauty of the trees. Spot trimming and re- 
moval was also carried on throughout the town. 


During the year 1963 the Boston Edison Company installed 22 miles of 
lines for the conversion of its distribution system from 4 KV (4160 volts) 
to 13.8 KV (13,800 volts). The modernization of the Edison distribution 
system in the town became necessary due to the population growth and 
is designed to insure an adequate supply of electricity for all future needs. 
This new installation requires greater line clearance and the removal of 
certain trees, but the Edison Company has worked out a replacement 
program with the Town which will take place in the spring of 1964.

During the year there has been a general maintenance program carried 
out. 


The two standpipes were painted and are in good condition. 


Some hydrants and valves have been inspected, repairs were made and 
one six-inch valve replaced on Pine Road. Up to the present time there are 
two valves to be replaced this coming year. 


There were six main pipe repairs due to broken and blown joints. 


There were 78 new service connections and 32 replacements which have 
been in service up to 78 years. 


Several service pipes were frozen during the first part of January. Most 
of the damage was on private property. 


On July 15 Station Two was put in operation so as to relieve the strain 
on the other two stations. At one time our main well, which is 85 feet in 
depth, had been reduced to 12 feet above the screen. By using Station Two 
it brought the well back to 26 feet above the screen. On August 31 Sta- 
tion Two was shut down for the duration of the drought. 
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I would also advise all water takers to try their main shut-offs (next to 
meter) in the early fall, and remedy any defect requiring the water to 
be shut off from the street, thus saving the Town and owners any un- 
necessary expense. Cases have occurred where the street valve has been 
broken in shutting off the water for testing purposes, which, had it occurred 
with the ground frozen, would have taken one or two days to repair. This 
would prevent water damage to basement or recreation rooms. The 
owner is responsible for all damage that may occur on his property.

During the year 1963, all laws pertaining to this Department were en- 
forced. Two (2) violations were noted, (namely peddlers without 
licenses), and the offenders were granted hearings. Necessary licenses 
were obtained without court action. 


Sixty-one (61) routine inspections and twenty-six (26) special tests 
were made. A total of one hundred seventy-seven (177) scales, weights, 
measures and automatic measuring devices were tested with the following 
results: ten (10) adjusted, one hundred fifty-nine (159) sealed, thirteen 
(13) not sealed and five (5) condemned. 


Fees amounting to eighty-four dollars and ten cents ($84.10) were 
assessed for these services and all money collected turned over to the Town 
Treasurer as required by law. 


REPORT OF DOG OFFICER

The Warrant Committee is required by law to consider all municipal 
questions, and to make reports and recommendations thereon to the Town. 
Most of these questions involve the spending of money, and the corre- 
sponding action to be recommended at the Annual Town Meeting or 
Special Meeting. These recommendations must be made for both Town 
Operating budgets and for additional Special Articles. The statutes also 
require the Committee to recommend action on any referendum in the 
Warrant. The Committee is further responsible for spending from the 
Reserve Fund for unforseen or emergency expenses. 


During 1962, the increasing work load required beginning studies 
shortly after Town Meeting, and this activity materially increased during 
1963. It was also increasingly apparent in 1963 that closer liaison with 
certain Town Boards was desirable. This was begun, with various mem- 
bers delegated to attend meetings of the Board of Selectmen, Personnel 
Board, Planning Board, and School Committee. These members have 
better acquainted the Committee with the Town functions of the respec- 
tive committees and helped us anticipate the trend of the problems to 
come. In addition, a complete analysis of the Town debt structure was 
prepared, and independent investigations were made of the drainage prob- 
lems in Cedar Swamp and the Brook-Glendale roads area, as well as the 
road problem at the Lake. 


Review of 1963 budgets began in September of 1962. Five sub-com- 
mittees discussed these in detail with the officials responsible for each 
budget, and then presented their findings and recommendations to the 
Committee. After action, budgets were returned to their originators, who 
then appeared before the Committee if not satisfied with the funds allowed. 
Review of Special Articles began early in January 1963, after the Warrant 
closed. Income for 1963 was then estimated, total budget determined, 
amount of available funds to be spent was set, special articles approved 
or disapproved, and the tax rate was then estimated. Final setting of the 
tax rate is officially made by the Assessors, based on actions by Town 
Meeting. 


Analysis of Article 5, the basic Town operating budget, shows disturbing 
trends. The 1963 increase over 1962 was $190,000, of which $160,000 
was, for all practical purposes, beyond Warrant Committee control. These 
budget increases were:

The increase in real estate values during 1962 raised our 1963 income 
only $50,000, or $2 on the tax rate. Special Articles totalled over $150,000, 
including the down payment of $25,000 on the new Municipal Building. 
By major spending of available funds, and by allocating all income against 
the overall budget, the tax rate was held to a $2 increase. 


However, by spending all of our income and also spending heavily from 
our cash reserves, we are weakening our future financial position. As 
we assess the 1964 picture, our reserves have dropped to an alarmingly 
low amount. Our existing debt, most of it in 20-year bonds, goes down 
very slowly. 


Payments on the High School addition started in 1963, with the Muni- 
cipal payments to begin in 1964. The impact of the East Sharon water 
storage bonds, if voted in 1964, will be felt in 1965, and repayment on 
borrowing for the new Junior High School is forecast for 1966, based on 
occupancy in September, 1967. This will probably require borrowing 
of some $2,000,000, which could mean about $6 added to the 1966 tax 
rate to meet the first year’s payments. 


The ability of the Warrant Committee to deal with these problems is 
sharply limited. Our budget figures for 1964 were available at the time 
this report was written, and are therefore used as an example: 


The Article 5 budget for 1964 is approximately $2,660,000. Of this, 
over $1,400,000 is set and controlled solely by the School Committee. 
Debt and Interest (which are almost completely for school construction), 
Welfare, Pensions, and Insurance total $500,000, and are also beyond our 
control. We can do cost cutting only on some $750,000, which allows 
us little leeway in holding down the tax rate. The Town must look beyond 
the Warrant Committee for additional help in holding down our in- 
creasing tax rate. 


Regrettably, there is no magic solution to Sharon’s financial problems, 
and the only question is the speed at which our future tax rates will spiral 
upward. Perhaps Ben Franklin worried about similar problems when he 
wrote in 1789, “But in this world nothing is certain but death and taxes.”

There were three patients in the Norfolk County Hospital during 1963. 


Twelve deaths occurred within the Town of Sharon; there was one birth 
reported in 1963. Other deaths, and births, of residents took place, for 
the most part, in the surrounding towns, and in Boston. 


Mrs. Ruth E. Smith, R.N., Sharon’s Public Health Nurse, had another 
busy year, as her report demonstrates. The Board of Health feels Sharon 
is very well served by Mrs. Smith as our Health Nurse. In addition to her 
other duties, Mrs. Smith held Sabin Vaccine Clinics for pre-school chil- 
dren, and for children through the age of 18. These clinics took place in 
January for Type I, in March for Type II and in May for Type III. 


Ninety-seven permits for the installation of new sewage disposal sys- 
terms or for repair to existing systems were issued in 1963. Inspection and 
approval of the required plot plans, and of the completed installations, 
when conforming to State and local regulations, has been most efficiently 
handled by Mr. Russell Babcock, the Board of Health Consulting Sanitary 
Engineer. His services, like those of Mrs. Smith, have contributed most 
substantially to the performance of Board of Health duties. 


A total of $3,204 was received by the Board of Health during 1963 
and turned over to the Town Treasurer. This sum consisted of various 
fees for licenses, refunds, permits, and the Public Health Nurse fees. 


Constant effort is maintained to improve the garbage collection service 
in Sharon. Every report to the Board of Health showing failure to collect 
or other problem is promptly investigated and remedial action taken. 


Mr. John L. Keeling, Chairman of the Board of Health for ten years, 
resigned from the Board in July of 1963. His valuable service to Sharon, 
during this period of rapid growth and attendant sanitary problems, is 
deeply appreciated. | 
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Mr. Frank R. Parry was appointed to serve until the Town Election of 
March, 1964, and was subsequently elected as Chairman of the Board. 


There are many basic activities which a local Board of Health is ex- 
pected to perform. They range from Vital and Health Statistics to inspec- 
tion of Bathing Places, Nursery Schools, Motels, Handling and Sale of 
Food, Nuisances, Public Water supplies, Sewage, and many other specific 
fields which pertain to the public health. Because of insufficient funds and 
personnel, many of the functions are not now being performed. 


REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE — 1963

The number of calls in 1963 showed an increase of 147 over 1962. 


Any nursing care is carried out by the Public Health Nurse on orders 
from physicians, hospitals, clinics, etc, and except in extreme emergency, 
the nurse is bound by this ruling. 


Another phase of the nurse’s work is that concerning public health 
matters, which does not show in the fees collected. There is no charge for 
information the nurse gives the residents about mental retardation, tuber- 
culosis contacts, communicable diseases, pre-natal and post-natal visits and 
so on. These are the services given by the Board of Health with the nurse 
acting as agent. 


Sabin Oral Vaccine Type I, II, and III were given to pre-school children 
from three months of age and to those adolescents out of school up through 
18 years of age. These clinics were held in January, March, and May. 


At a Health Fair conducted by the Junior Chamber of Commerce in 
June, tetanus injections were given to 93 adults by the Public Health 
Nurse and fellow members of the Disaster Nursing Group set up in 
Sharon through Civil Defense. Without volunteer nurses and civic-minded 
women in this town, these clinics could not have been established. The 
Board of Health and the nurse wish to thank all who came forward to 
help in giving these important protective measures. 
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DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


WILLIAM B. KEATING, D¢rector 


During the past year the sum of $11,648.68 was expended by this de- 
partment in cash grants for food, shelter and clothing or for payment of 
hospital, medical, fuel and other expenses. Sixteen veterans or their de- 
pendents, representing forty-four persons, benefited from this program. 
An across the board budget increase authorized by the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services became effective as of May 1, 1963. This increase is 
reflected in the above figure. The Town of Sharon will be reimbursed 
$5,824.34 by the State as its share in the program. 


Many Veterans or their dependents sought the assistance of this office 
in completing forms for other Veterans Benefits such as pensions, burial 
expenses, grave markers, etc. In many cases, the securing of pensions, 
admission to a Veterans Hospital, securing social security payments or 
placing a disabled veteran with the Massashusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission have reduced payments made through this Department. 


Acting as Agent for Board No. 120 in Norwood, this office registered 
58 Sharon boys for U. S. Selective Service. We would like to remind all 
the young men of Sharon to register with this office when they attain their 
18th birthday. 


ANNUAL REPORT VETERANS’ GRAVES — 1963

Laboratory analysis was made on monthly basis of milk and cream of 
all dealers selling in Town.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 


During the past five months, as I have become acquainted with the 
Sharon School System, I have been impressed highly with the quality of 
education in Sharon. There is evidence that you have built well in the 
past; that the present system is operating efficiently and effectively. The 
existence of long-range plans gives indication that Sharon intends to con- 
tinue to maintain a high standard of education. Your present administra- 
tion pledges support to these plans. 


Late in September, 1963, Edward J. Dann, Business Manager for the 
past five years, was taken from us by his untimely death. He was respon- 
sible for the business details of the Sharon School System. His devotion 
to duty and efficiency in his position will be remembered always by the 
school staff and the community. 


In October, William H. Hall was named Administrative Assistant to 
the Superintendent of Schools. Four years of experience in the Newton 
Public Schools as Administrative Assistant has proven to be excellent 
preparation for carrying out the responsibility of the position in Sharon. 


The entire administrative staff is thankful for the patience shown by 
everyone during this critical period. 


BUILDINGS AND PUPILS 


As Sharon continues to grow, enrollments in the schools continue to 
increase at somewhat higher than the predicted rate. In order to keep pace 
with these increases, the new junior high school must be ready for occu- 
pancy by September, 1966. A brief survey of the predicted enrollments 
supports this position. The capacity of the high school is 1200. By 1966 it 
is predicted that the enrollments in Grades 9 - 12 will be 1166. In the Fall 
of 1964, the high school will be used to house approximately 991 students 
in Grades 9-12, and 262 students in Grade 6. Temporarily the plant will 
be overloaded requiring that Grades 9-12 use large study halls and other 
special areas, such as art and music rooms for classroom space. By 1966 it 
is predicted that the junior high school will have a student body number- 
ing close to 600. The junior high school now has 528 pupils. If the new 
junior high school is built and moved into on schedule in 1966, it will re- 
sult in the following disposition of pupils:

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CURRICULUM 


Throughout the Sharon School System, the faculty continues to work 
toward providing a curriculum designed to meet the needs of all Sharon 
youth. Along with the growth in population, the growth in knowledge 
bedevils the educator. It is no easy task for teachers to keep abreast of the 
expanding knowledge in their fields, Sharon teachers are working to keep 
the school curriculum up to date. 


Modern Mathematics is currently being taught in Grades 4, 5, and 6, 
using School Mathematics Study Group material. This will be continued 
during 1964, but will be subject to review when new and better teaching 
materials are produced. We are working to see that there is coordination 
between all grades in our Mathematics program. 


Our Spelling program in Grades 1-6 is currently being reviewed. We 
intend to start a new and more effective Spelling program in Sharon in 


1964. 


Team Teaching in Grade 5 at the high school, elementary section, con- 
tinues to be successful. Requests have already been made to continue this 
program another year in Grade 5. 


The junior high school teachers are evaluating their program this year. 
Next fall the school itself will be evaluated by the New England Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools. This process will be very helpful 
in planning our new school. The complete report will be submitted to 
the School Committee. 


At the high school, a well-balanced program meeting the needs of all 
the students is our major objective. Sharon continues to rank high in 
scholarship, and does an excellent job of preparing the college-bound 
students. We do need the availability of an area vocational school to 
better challenge the non-academic students. 


The addition of a new wing has provided facilities necessary for excel- 
lent teaching. The resource centers, language laboratory, and large-group 
and small-group instruction areas are being used to advantage in providing 
a curriculum geared to individual needs. More students have requested 
courses in industrial arts, mechanical drawing, and typing. In September, 
1964, additional provisions will be made to meet these requests. 


We are expanding our guidance services in the elementary and high 
school areas, and will review our total testing program during the year 


1964. 
In all areas of the school curriculum, we will continue to review and 


develop what we are doing now to make every effort to provide the youth 
of Sharon with the best education possible. 
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COSTS 


Sharon has excellent schools because the people of Sharon have been 
willing to give their support. Still ahead of us are critical times requiring 
major decisions and expenditures. It is essential to be realistic about the 
fact that increased enrollments require staff increases and expansion of 
facilities. The proposed junior high school will require major financial 
outlay. Materials for instruction and cost of supplies continue to increase. 
Educationally, Sharon has received a lot for each tax dollar. In comparing 
Sharon with a representative group of other towns in Massachusetts, Sharon 
ranks twenty-third in per-pupil cost out of the twenty-five towns com- 
pared. 


In closing, I would like to thank Herman Richardson for the time he 
spent with me before I became your School Superintendent, and to all 
others, especially the school principals, who have made these first five 
months so enjoyable. Sharon can be justifiably proud of its schools in the 
care of a fine School Committee. I feel honored to have been chosen to 
administer the schools in Sharon.

Due to the scarcity of qualified candidates, it was not possible to en- 
gage an Assistant Managing Librarian to start working during the year

CIRCULATION 


The circulation has continued to increase. A small collection of phono- 
graph records was introduced during the year. All funds for this collection 
were donated to the library through gifts from the Junior Fortnightly Club 
and the Friends of the Library. A number of records were donated by in- 
terested residents. 


BOOK COLLECTION 


In the Trustees’ Report of 1961, it was pointed out that in comparison 
with 48 Massachusetts towns surveyed, only 13 had smaller book collec- 
tions than the Sharon Public Library. It was also pointed out that the long- 
range goal adopted by the Trustees was to systematically bring the collec- 
tion up to the minimum standards of the American Library Association by 
1980. This past year the collection was increased by 1,639 volumes, of 
which 377 were received as gifts. Each year the cost per volume increases. 
Also, in order to improve the over-all quality of the collection, books must 
be added in the areas in which the collection is deficient. As a rule, this 
means procuring more expensive volumes. Hence, the same allotment for 
books in the budget each year will purchase fewer volumes. The Trustees 
have cooperated with the Warrant Committee in its endeavor to hold. the 
tax rate down by not increasing the budget for books sufficiently to attain 
the long-range goal of the minimum standards by 1980. If this practice is 
continued, it will postpone reaching the goal until approximately 1987 or 
later. 
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ART EXHIBITIONS 


The Trustees acknowledge with appreciation the display of art in the 
Sharon Public Library, sponsored by the Junior Fortnightly Club of Sharon, 
which included the works of many local artists and was enjoyed by all. 
Other exhibits of art and photography this year were those of Miss Nancy 
Landen, Mr. Sol Levenson, Mr. Richard Arlington and Mr. Stephen Eclov. 


FINANCES 


The Trustees report that the income turned over to the Town from 
the collection of fines, payment for lost books and registration fees has 
increased substantially in recent years. In 1953, only $306.33 was turned 
over, whereas in 1963, the amount was $2,419.10. 


In 1960 a bill was passed by the State Legislature providing funds for 
the improvement of library services in towns of the Commonwealth from 
State Income Taxes. This did not actually add to the income received by 
the Town. During 1963, however, an amendment to this bill provided 
that the funds hereafter be appropriated from the General Fund. There- 
fore, the money received by the Town of Sharon now represents new 
income. By application of the Trustees, the Town Treasurer will receive 
this year the sum of $2,517.50. The Sharon Public Library receives this 
money only through appropriation by the Town.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Mrs, ESTHER CHASE, Adméinistratie Librarian 


To the Board of Library Trustees of the Sharon Public Library: 


One year ago, further growth in demand for library services by Sharon 
residents was predicted in this report, and such has been the case. The 
library circulated a total of 166,322 items in 1963, including 4,845 peri- 
odicals and 312 phonograph records. This is an increase of 13,285 items 
over 1962, and 60,824 over the number of transactions made just five years 
ago. The average per capita circulation for Sharon (population 10,697 ) 
has reached an all-time high of 15.5 books, one of the highest in the state. 


In general, library operations, now geared to the substantial increases 
in use, could be considered normal. Three hundred sixty-two adult bor- 
rowers applied for and received library cards; 256 students entering Junior 
High school re-registered for permanent adult cards, and 402 students in 
the elementary grades received cards for the first time. 


Expansion of the book collection has been the major concern of the past 
year, and will continue to dominate our activities for several years to come. 
It is imperative that the level of the adult collection be raised in quality as 
rapidly as possible, as well as in quantity. At the same time, the problem of 
providing adequate numbers of the best in juvenile books remains acute, as 
the physical condition of the present collection, particularly fiction, necessi- 
tates the withdrawal of more titles than we can readily afford to replace. 
An inventory of both adult and juvenile books has been completed this 
year, as summarized below:

Carefully selected purchases of lasting quality will be made during the 
coming year in the subject areas of science, history, language and literature, 
where our present collections fail to meet the increasing borrower requests. 


There was a notable increase in the use of the juvenile study area this 
year, and a record number of reference questions were answered. Our pro- 
gram of services to the elementary schools included the provision of class- 
room collections to all 4th, Sth and 6th grades, while books were loaned 
to teachers of the lower grades for extended periods upon request. Special 
visits to the library were arranged for eight elementary school classes, 
where, in addition to receiving instructions about the use of the library, 
students were given an opportunity to view the collection of historical 
articles, now on permanent display. The summer reading program proved 
more popular than ever with 480 children enrolled, and a total of 8,065 
books read and recorded. Ribbons were awarded to 201 for completing the 
program. 


Although we were unable to fill one major staff vacancy, that of assistant 
managing librarian, the permanent staff was ably assisted by Mrs. Marjorie 
Pearce, Mrs. Jean Simollari, Mrs. Charlotte Blank and Mrs. Donna Johnson. 
Certain long range projects were advanced by Mrs. Betty Colaneri, Mrs. 
Dorothy Wright and Mrs. Blank, who volunteered their services. The 
weekly story hour continued under the direction of volunteers, Mrs. Phyllis 
Fazzio and Mrs. Donna Johnson, attracting an average audience of 30 
boys and girls from ages four to eight. 


In March, a permanent display case was added to the area housing the 
Sharon Historical Collection. This was presented to the library by the 
American Heritage Committee of the Sharon Fortnightly Club, Mrs. Ma- 
rion Hitchens, Chairman. Mrs. Hitchens and her committee have arranged 
for the showing of numerous articles of historical significance, borrowed 
from residents of Sharon, and have classified all the items of the perma- 
nent collection. The large amount of public interest in this collection, 
both adult and juvenile, has been extremely rewarding. 


We wish to thank the many clubs and organizations which have con- 
tributed to the support of the library, the Friends of the Library, Miss Clista 
Dow, president, and all who have donated books, recording and periodicals. 
We also thank those who have provided us with exhibits of art and 
photographs. 


With such active community support, the entire staff is now looking 


forward to another year of providing the best possible library service to 
Sharon.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITY 


WALTER E. O’'NEIL, Director 


We have advanced steadily to improve our ability to aid the regular 
town departments in time of emergency, and will continue to do so. 


Several new members with past experience or special abilities, have 
been added to the Srganization, to head up new groups. These include 
two Deputy Directors, Supply and Transportation Officer, Hospital Ad- 
ministration Officer, Admitting Officer, Information Officer, and Shelter 
Officer. Positions already filled are Communications Officer, Nursing Of- 
ficer, Captain of the Special Police, and Radiological Officer. 


In stressing team work, we have held weekly meetings since early Fall, 
to which the new officers have been invited to learn about the duties 
expected of them, and keep abreast of the activities in the entire organi- 
zation. 


About 40 Registered Nurses took up to 30 hours each, of an intensive 
disaster-training course, and seven of these also took an instructor's course 


for “Medical Self Help.” 


Three Highway supervisors went to Topsfield for two weekends, and 
completed a course in “Heavy Rescue.” 


A small room in the Cottage Street School basement has been im- 
proved with a concrete floor and vent fan so that it may be used as a 
storeroom for our equipment, and also as a temporary control center if it 
should be needed before the new town hall is finished. 
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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


ALBERT R. HORAN, JR., Chief 


During the year 1963, there was a total of one hundred eighty-two 
(182) reported auto accidents (22 more than in 1962). Of these acci- 
dents one hundred fifty-two (152) were reported to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles as required by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; 
seventy-eight (78) claimed personal injury and property damage; thirty- 
six (36) claimed property damage only; thirty-eight (38) claimed per- 
sonal injury only. The remaining thirty (30) were minor accidents. In 
the report of accidents released by this office, it was indicated that of the 
182 accidents reported in the town, a total of 38 occurred on North and 
South Main Streets (11 less than in 1962). Following in importance was 
Route 1 at the intersection of Old Post Road where 25 mishaps occurred 
(1 more than in 1962). There were no motor vehicle fatalities resulting 
from these accidents for the year 1963. 


The report also shows that 43 accidents occurred between the hours of 
10:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m. and 64 accidents between the hours of 3:00 p.m. 
and 7:00 p.m.; Tuesday, Friday and Saturday were the most dangerous 
days of the week when 85 accidents occurred. Off-the-road accidents were 
again the leading type, totalling 43, almost 14 of all accidents. Rear-end 
collisions and sideswipes followed with 42 each, and intersection accidents 
were third with a total of 25. As a result of the report, all motorists are 
cautioned to be especially alert when when driving on North and South 
Main Streets, and in particular at those locations noted above. 


The department, during said year, responded to one hundred forty-six 
(146) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to and 
from the various hospitals. 


On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. During the 
year, Chief Horan attended all regular and special meetings of the Massa- 
chusetts Police Chief's Association. This year Officer John Butler attended 
the six weeks course given by the Massachusetts State Police Academy for 
Local Police Officers, and received a 98% average for the complete course. 


The department received fifty-nine hundred sixty-six (5966) telephone 
calls requesting information and registering complaints. 


Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported one 
hundred five (105) licenses as suspended or revoked and two (2) registra- 
tions revoked. 


During the year the department made service on four hundred ninety- 
eight (498) outside summonses and warrants.

LAND ACQUISITION 


During the year, we received a deed from Mr. and Mrs. Robert Cushman 
covering their donation of Mann’s Pond and surrounding land. As stated 
in last year’s report, this is the most significant contribution to date to the 
cause of conservation in the Town of Sharon. 


Robert Bachman deeded to us the land located between Knife Shop Pond 
and Ames Street, thus giving us one more point of access to the inner 
green belt area. 


We also acquired a parcel of woodland containing about seven acres 
from the Massapoag Sportsmen’s Club. This is located on the lower end 
of Ministerial Meadows, and provides public access from North Main 
Street via Gabriel Road. 


For two years, we have been trying to acquire from the Railroad Com- 
pany, the land bordering Beaver Hole Brook, between the Railroad Sta- 
tion and Maskwonicut Street. We had secured agreement with the Boston 
Real Estate Office, but, when referred to the Trustees at New Haven, they 
advised that they had decided not to sell at this time. 


Negotiations are under way in regard to several desirable parcels border- 
ing our streams, and we hope to report further acquisitions in the year of 


1964. 
CEDAR SWAMP 


Your Commission has registered opposition to any proposition to com- 
pletely drain this area. Considerable time has been devoted, to surveys 
and studies on the ground, and a comprehensive report was presented to 
the Selectmen and the Warrant Committee, calling attention to the over- 
estimation of costs, by others, to relieve this area. 


In Massachusetts, in the past ten years especially, thousands of acres of 
wetlands have been destroyed. However, the State, through its Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, has embarked on a program, with State and 
Federal Funds to preserve large areas of marshes and swamp land. The 
Federal Government's interest stems from its desire to protect and pre- 
serve the population of migratory birds. Wild-life borders help produce 
more insect eating songbirds, more game birds, and more pollinating 
insects. 


WATER PROBLEMS 


Municipal water problems are often related to land areas on which the 
snow or rain falls. The use or abuse of our watershed determines, in great 
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degree, the quality, quantity and dependability of our water supply in 
all of its many uses. 


As water falls, in the form of rain or snow, the earth acts as a giant 
blotter, absorbing, storing and slowing down, its journey to the sea. Trees, 
grass and shrubs tend to hold water where it falls, allowing it to soak into 
the ground, rather than to run off. Filled with aquatic vegetation and 
peat, a marsh stores water, acting as a huge sponge, allowing its water to 
soak into the ground and trickle out gradually down into a brook or 
stream. Almost every brook has such a swamp in its headwaters; without 
them, the brook becomes a raging torrent after a heavy rain, but dries up 
completely during dry spells, because it lacks the moderating storage ac- 
tion of marshes. It might be said that the true test of conservation is 
to keep the water on the land as much and and as long as possible. 


For the above reasons, the construction and maintenance of artificial 
ditches, beyond the point where their design can remedy or relieve a 
sanitary or drainage problem, is contrary to the best conservation policies. 


We would recommend that any proposed work to relieve the unsanitary 
condition in the subdivision in the rear of the Heights Shopping Area be 
confined to the western and southern borders of the swamp adjacent to the 
above area. 


LIBRARY EXHIBIT 


During the year, a very important informational and educational exhibit 
was held at the Public Library, which showed maps covering areas, both 
privately and publicly owned, and which have been acquired or maintained 
for conservation purposes. Many photographs and much literature were 
shown to indicate the vast scope of conservation. 


The members of the Commission, except the Chairman, presented to 
the Library a set of four beautifully illustrated Nature Books, to com- 
memorate services to the community of Mr. and Mrs. Chase, who observed 
their fiftieth wedding anniversary in October. 


MANN’‘S POND 


A special appropriation of $2,000 at the 1963 town meeting, enabled 
us to build a foot-bridge across the dam at Mann’s Pond. This gives very 
desirable access to various sections of the pond and the brook. A wooden 
rail fence was also constructed to prevent persons from falling into the 
low section of the area, formerly occupied by Mann’s Cotton Mill. 


The retaining wall between the dam and the Billings Street approach 
was reconstructed and cemented, so that no loose cap-stones can be pushed 
into the pond. New flash-boards were installed, so that excess water from 
spring rains can be retained, and thus ensure a steadier flow into the brook 
during the summer time. 


During the winter, considerable clearing of undesirable growth and 
fallen trees was done by the Department of Public Works’ tree department 
in the area between the dam and Billings Street. Also, in connection with 
repairs at the dam, several years’ accumulated rubbish located below the 
falls was cleaned up and removed. 
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JUNIOR CONSERVATION CAMP 


After careful deliberation of applicants, we sponsored the attendance 
of Gary Clough for the two weeks at the Massachusetts Junior Conserva- 
tion Camp at Thompson Pond in Spencer. While the program is called a 
camp, it is actually a unique summer school in Conservation of Natural 
Resources, and development of skills necessary for the enjoyment of the 
outdoors. Studying under full-time professional conservation personnel 
of State and Federal Agencies, the boys learned about Forest, Wildlife, and 
Fisheries Management, as well as soil and water conservation. They also 
learn the right way to shoot, fish, take care of outdoor equipment, and 
about water safety. 


It is our intention to send another boy to camp this summer. The boy 
chosen must be of the highest quality, and is required to demonstrate his 
sincere interest. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


We assisted the Boston Globe photographer, who took pictures of 
Sharon, which were shown in the rotogravure section. 


We were represented at hearings at the State House, as well as several 
meetings having to do with the Neponset Valley Conservation. Also, we 
attended two meetings of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Commissions. 


We also met with Walpole and Norwood Conservation Commission 
members in regard to areas affecting the three towns. 


Many towns still seek our advice on conservation procedure, and your 
chairman has talked to groups in Halifax, Carver, Bridgewater, Bedford, 
Plainville and Mansfield. He also served on the panel at Governor Pea- 
body’s conference at Amherst, regarding “Rural Land Use in Urban En- 
vironments.’ . 


The Commission misses the sound counsel and advice of Mr. Albert 
Bussewitz, who has taken up residence in Norfolk, where he is busy de- 
veloping “Stony Brook Nature Center,’ which is a cooperative project 
in public conservation education by the Massachusetts Department of 
Natural Resources and the Audubon Society. We appreciate his constribu- 
tion to our accomplishments to date, and expect that, although off our 
board, he will continue to assist us when called upon. 


1964 PROGRAM 


There will be a continuation of land acquisition, in accordance with 
Sharon’s Master Plan, and if funds are voted, we will do some necessary 
selective clearing and marking of trails between the Lake and North Main 
Street. 


Once again, we thank the Townspeople for their splendid support of 
our efforts. Your cooperation gives us more incentive in moving forward 
to accomplish our ultimate goal.

An unusually large volume of problems relating to job classification, 
compensation levels or policy interpretations were submitted to the Per- 
sonnel Board during 1963. All were settled amicably as the Board con- 
tinued to enjoy excellent relationships with all branches of Town Govern- 
ment and with employees of the Town. 


Many of the problems and questions give the appearance of being 
routine until one considers that each in a very real way relates to one or 
more individuals. The granting of requests for upward job re-classifica- 
tions affects the earning potential of one or more employees, matters of 
prime importance to them. Conversely, to allow jobs to drift upward irre- 
sponsibly or to destroy the established relationships between jobs affects 
all of us as taxpayers. Each request, therefore, however routine it may 
appear, must be considered with great care to protect the interests of both 
parties. 


One of the most important aspects of the Personnel Board’s work is the 
annual reviews of the salaries paid in other towns of similar size through- 
out Massachusetts. Fringe benefit programs are also studied with consid- 
erable care. 


It is pleasant to report that nearly all Sharon salaries compare favorably 
and that only minor adjustments are necessary. Sharon’s “Three Year 
Plan,” which appears to be unique among the many towns studied, avoids 
the necessity of annual broad scale salary adjustments and hassles. 


In like manner, only minor changes are recommended in the fringe 
benefit program. 


The high degree of cooperation received by the Personnel Board in its 
efforts to fulfill its responsibilities in 1963 was most gratifying. It made 
molehills out of mountains. 
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REPORT OF AN AUDIT OF THE ACCOUNT 
OF THE TOWN OF SHARON

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 
1962, and report thereon as follows: 


An examination and verification was made of the recorded financial 
transactions of the town as shown on the books of the departments te- 
ceiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for collection. 


The town accountant’s ledger was analyzed, the receipts being checked 
with the treasurer's books and the payments being compared with the 
warrants authorizing them and with the treasurer’s records of payments. 
The appropriations were checked with the town clerk’s record of town 
meeting proceedings, and the transfers from the reserve fund were com- 
pared with the finance committee’s authorizations on file. 


The necessary adjustments resulting from the audit of the several de- 
partments were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this re- 
port, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on De- 
cember 31, 1962. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts, as recorded, were compated with the records in 
the several departments in which money was collected for the town, and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the payments were checked with the approved warrants authorizing 
the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash book footings were verified, 
and the cash balance on January 19, 1963 was proved by reconciliation of 
the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The records of payroll deductions during the period of the audit were 
examined and checked, the payments to the proper agencies being verified. 


The recorded payments of maturing debt and interest were proved with 
the amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled securities on 
file. The bond and coupon account was reconciled, the outstanding coupons 
being listed and compared with statements received from the depositories. 


The transactions of the trust and investment funds in the custody of 
the town treasurer were verified, and the savings bank books and securities 
representing the investments of these funds were examined and listed. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were ex- 
amined and checked. The taxes, interest, and costs transferred to the tax 
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April 22, 1963

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title account were compared with the collector’s records, the reported re- 
demptions and abatements were checked, and the tax titles and tax pos- 
sessions on hand were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, excise, assessments, and water liens added to taxes, 
outstanding at the time of the previous audit, together with all subsequent 
commitments, were audited and proved. The recorded collections were 
checked with the payments to the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s and 
the accountant’s books, the abatements, as entered, were compared with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title 
account were proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts receivable were 
examined. The recorded receipts were checked with the payments to the 
treasurer and with the accountant’s books, the abatements were compared 
with the records in the departments authorized to grant them, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed, checked with the available records in 
the several departments, and reconciled with the controlling accounts in 
the accountant’s ledger. 


In order to verify the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, departmental, 
and water accounts, notices were mailed to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the records as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen, the town 
clerk, and the building inspector, as well as by the police and health de- 
partments, were examined and checked, and the payments to the State and 
to the town treasurer were verified. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the books and accounts of 
all other departments collecting money for the town were examined and 
checked. The payments to the town treasurer were verified by comparison 
with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, and the cash balances in 
the several departments were proved. 


The surety bonds of the town treasurer, collector of taxes, deputy col- 
lectors, and town clerk, on file for the faithful performance of their duties, 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, summaries of the tax, 
excise, assessment, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and water ac- 
counts, together with schedules showing the condition and transactions of 
the trust and investment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was received from the 
officials of the town, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, I wish to express appreciation.

TOWN GOVERNMENT STUDY COMMITTEE 


From Minutes of Adjourned Annual Town Meeting, March 13, 1962 


Article 46. Voted: That the Town appoint a committee to be made 
up of seven members, one of whom shall be a member of the Board of 
Selectmen, one of whom shall be a member of the Warrant Committee 
and one from the Personnel Board, chosen by thew respecte board or 
committee, and four members to be appointed by the Moderator, said 
committee to be appointed for the purpose of studying the various types 
of town manager form of government, representative town meeting, and 
other forms of government, the desirability of the appointment of an 
executive secretary to the Board of Selectmen, the duties of the existing 
town officers and the advisability, if any, of the consolidation or merger 
of the existing town offices, and to submit its findings and recommenda- 
tions concerning the foregoing at the next Annual Town Meeting; and 
that the sum $1,000.00 be transferred from avatlable funds for expenses 
of the committee.

This Committee met with representatives of the Town operating depart- 
ments, with various advisors and consultants, and by themselves in a total 
of forty-three sessions during the past year, and the following is their 
report. 


IN SUMMARY 


The Town Government Study Committee has made a detailed study 
of every aspect of Sharon’s governmental structure. Conferences were held 
with elected officials, representatives of every board or committee, and the 
supervisors of all operating departments. In addition, many meetings were 
held with officials from other towns, and trips were taken to other towns 
to observe a variety of plans and programs developed to cope with the 
complex problems of growth. 


As a result of these investigations, the Study Committee has recom- 
mended some changes which are discussed on page 3. 
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The Committee has concluded the present organizational structure of 
Town Government can continue to operate effectively and efficiently only 
if adequate clerical and professional support is made available as develop- 
ing needs emerge. The complexity of this problem is such that additional 
and possibly continuous study will be necessary before adequate solutions 
can be found. (page 4). 


Finally, the Study Committee recommends that we retain the present 
structure of Sharon Town Government without fundamental changes. 
The background and reasoning behind this conclusion is discussed on 
page 7. 


PREAMBLE 


The following tenets are the basis of our recommendations: 


I. Sharon’s present Town Government is functioning well and is 
capable of handling its immediate problems, but its structure should be 
strengthened in order to prepare it to meet what is expected to be another 
doubling of population, homes and services during the next decade. 


II. As the size of the Town increases, there should be more consolida- 
tion of accountability and authority in certain areas to enable us to cope 
mote efficiently with the size and complexity of the problems which will 
be encountered. Consolidation will also make town service more attractive 
by improving the status of its executive positions. 


III. Changes should be accomplished in orderly conformance with 
well-considered, long-range plans which are thoroughly understood by, 
and acceptable to, the townspeople and the town officers and employees. 
This will result in gradual improvement with a minimum of confusion 
and hardship on individuals. 


IV. Sharon is very fortunate in that many busy, able and dedicated 
residents willingly offer themselves for election to paid and unpaid town 
offices, boards and committees. These officials devote limitless hours and 
energy to assume the efficient and effective operation of Town Govern- 
ment. 


In addition, many more residents serve willingly when appointed to 
one or more of an amazing complex of committees, advisory groups and 
boards, all of which perform vital services. 


This large group of civic-minded Sharonites who give so freely of 
their capabilities, time and energies, reduces substantially the cost of 
government, contributes greatly to its excellence and supports strongly 
the devoted efforts of a highly qualified, full-time corps of Town personnel. 


CHANGES RECOMMENDED FOR 1963 


Consolidation of the offices of Town Treasurer and Tax Collector is, 
the Study Committee believes, most desirable. 


Although historically, in Sharon, these functions have been separate, 
a consolidation of the offices has been operating most effectively and 
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efficiently in many Massachusetts towns for long periods of time. Both 
the Board of Selectmen and Personnel Board have indicated their approval 
of this change. One of the primary considerations in combining the 
offices is greater efficiency in the use of office machinery, office space, and 
clerical time. Another is the establishment of an organization which would 
be able to prepare more adequately for the future. 


A Development and Industrial Commission should, in the opinion 
of the Study Committee, be established to serve in an advisory capacity 
to the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board. This Commission 
would also represent the Town in dealing with State authorities in such 
matters as highway location, access roads, and related problems. It would 
not without further study, be charged with such responsibilities as at- 
tracting industry to Sharon, but rather, with compiling all pertinent in- 
formation relating to Sharon’s industrial areas to make it available in re- 
sponse to inquiries. Such information might include zoning requirements, 
availability of water resources, assessing practices, etc. The Develop- 
ment and Industrial Commission would have no legal right to commit 
Sharon to any financial arrangements or to make any changes in zoning 
or building laws. It would be responsible to the Selectmen, and members 
would be appointed by them for a period of five years. 


All fees should be Paid Directly Into the Town Treasury. At the 
present time, fees for such things as hunting and fishing licenses, mar- 
riage licenses, etc., are part of the Town Clerk’s compensation. This sys- 
tem is a relic of the time when Town Clerk’s were compensated principally 
in terms of fees they collected for performing individual services for 
residents. The size of some fees were dictated by law, and othrs by custom. 
More and more towns in the State are doing away with this system. The 
Study Committee believes Sharon should follow their lead. An amount 
roughly equivalent to collections will be added to the Town Clerk’s salary, 


so that the resultant compensation will not be less than the present salary 
plus fees. 


A similar situation exists in the Tax Collector's office. At the present 
time he receives a fee for every demand he sends to a taxpayer. The 
Study Committee recommends that these fees also be paid directly into 
the Treasury and that an adjustment be made in the Collector's salary 
to compensate for their loss. 


Both the Town Clerk and Tax Collector have agreed to these changes. 
They will accrue indirect benefits since fees are excluded from pension and 
insurance computations. They will, therefore, upon retirement, qualify for 
higher pensions which are based on salary levels, and will be eligible to 
purchase (at their own expense) increased amounts of life insurance under 
the Town’s Group plan because this, too, is based on salary levels. 


The Continuation of the Town Government Study Committee for an- 
other year is necessary, we believe, to complete detailed studies of areas 


where preliminary investigations have demonstrated a need for improve- 
ment. 
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FURTHER STUDY RECOMMENDED 


This committee sees the need for further study in the following areas: 
an Executive Secretary to the Board of Selectmen; an Engineering Depart- 
ment reporting to a Town Engineer; professional or engineering help for 
the Board of Assessors, the Planning Board, the Board of Health and other 
departments; the esablishment of a Recreation Commission; Health De- 
partment and incineration; a centralized filing system and indexing of 
records; better coordinated use of office equipment and facilities; an in- 
crease in the number of Selectmen and Planning Board members; a longer 
term for the Moderator; and centralizing administration under the Board 
of Selectmen with more appointive positions. 


Assistance for the Selectmen is an important area for further study. 
With the growth of the Town and the consolidation of highway and water 
supervision in the Department of Public Works reporting to the Select- 
men, the time and effort involved in the Selectmen’s job has increased 
alarmingly. An alternate procedure is the “strong” town manager form of 
government with a Professional Town Manager having basic authority and 
responsibility for most town government activities. A number of towns 
have adopted this. Some have been fortunate in securing extremely able 
and effective town managers; some have not. On the other hand, towns 
much larger than Sharon have developed organizations directly responsible 
to the Selectmen which successfully manage town affairs without excessive 
burden on the citizens who serve as Selectmen. Particularly for Sharon, 
with its able and public-spirited citizens willing to devote their time to 
town affairs, it appears desirable to retain authority and responsibility with 
the Selectmen. We recommend continuation of the basic system in its 
present form, supplemented by sufficient competent staff assistance so that 
the time and effort required from citizens who serve as Selectmen will be 
kept within reasonable limits. 


An Executive Secretary or Town Administrator reporting to the Select- 
men might weil be a desirable appointment to relieve the Selectmen of 
administrative routine and enable them to give more time to long range 
planning and policy determination. The use of an executive secretary is 
a modern trend adopted by several communities to allow the Selectmen to 
regain a depth of vision. Such an appointment also brings the advantage 
of increased efficiency in the operation of local government while avoiding 
some of the undesirable features inherent in the town manager plan. 


Five instead of three Selectmen is another field for thought — especi- 
ally in view of our observations made elsewhere about an Executive Sec- 
retary and a Town Engineer. Some communities have attempted to meet 
the increased work load by adding two more selectmen. Can the reorgani- 
zation of the Board along these lines and an apportionment of responsi- 
bilities offer the town better administration? Or would it just add to the 
length of meetings and a greater diversity of opinions? 


An Engineering Department Under a Town Engineer is another pos- 
sibility worthy of further study, especially since the Public Works Depart- 
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ment will be faced with an increasing need for the preparation of plans 
and specifications for contract work and for more inspection activity. Such 
a department's services could well be used by the Planning Board, the 
Board of Health, the Board of Assessors, and at times by the Warrant 
Committee. This centralizing of the town’s engineering needs would do 
away with duplication of effort which could result from the retention of 
separate consultants, with consequent greater efficiency and economy of 
Operation. 


The Board of Assessors is a vital part of local government in that 
each taxpayer’s share of the fiscal needs voted at Town Meeting is de- 
termined through the assessment of real estate and personal property. The 
operation of this department is based upon compiling and maintaining a 
current appraisal of all taxable property in the Town and providing the 
Tax Collector with the necessary information to prepare his bills. It re- 
quires, in addition to real estate appraisal, close follow-up on building per- 
mits, the processing of abatements, liens and easements and the mainte- 
nance of property plot plans and records. The basis for our current assess- 
ments is the re-evaluation performed by Cleminshaw Associates in 1956 
as it is kept current through annual review by our local board. 


Our present Board of Assessors is comprised of three members elected 
on the annual ballot for three year terms and compensated on a part-time 
salaried basis. They have indicated that they could use additional engineer- 
ing and clerical help and that a full-time assessor, or equivalent assistance, 
will be required sometime in the future. 


The statutory provisions for performing the assessing function are quite 
flexible. Some towns keep their appraisals current through annual review 
by a professional firm. Others place the responsibility in their Board of 
Selectmen, or a separate supervisory board, operating through a Town 
Engineer or other full-time employee with professional part-time con- 
sulting assistance. 


We propose to study in more detail during the coming year the assessing 
function and its relationship with other town services and departments. 


Recreation programs in Sharon have been, for the most part, pri- 
vately supported. The Sharon Civic Foundation has, for nearly 30 years 
raised funds and provided an excellent and varied playground and lake- 
front program of play and instruction. The Moose Hill Wildlife Sanctuary 
has added to our enjoyment of field and forest, and other public-spirited 
groups and individuals have from time to time added their contributions 
to recreational activities, e.g. through support of the program of the 
Conservation Commission. 


The Town’s population, already past 10,000, is projected to nearly 
20,000 in the next decade. As a consequence, the need for parks, play- 
grounds and extensive recreational facilities will grow substantially in the 
future. It seems, therefore, that the Town Government Study Committee 
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should study the advisability of establishing a Recreation Commission 
which can co-ordinate the efforts of all groups and agencies interested in 
setting up a year-round recreational program. A related question is the 
creation of a Parks Division within the Department of Public Works. 


The Board of Health consists of three members elected on the annual 
ballot to serve three year terms. It has direct responsibility for the public 
health in general and such specific items as nursing, food inspection, sani- 
tary drainage, sewage disposal and garbage collection. 


This is another board which has indicated to us that it could use more 
engineering service from the Town. Garbage disposal is a major concern 
with serious problems imminent because of the difficulty in negotiating 


satisfactory collection contracts. Possibilities for regional incineration are 
being investigated. 


We realize that the Board of Health faces serious difficulties in per- 
forming its duties for the Town and hope that further study on our part 
will help to alleviate them. We have concluded, however, that the 
function of this department should continue to be directed by the present 
type of board which has the public health as its prime responsibility, and 
it should not be included among the “other duties” of some other de- 
partment. 


The Planning Board is responsible for providing a long-range finan- 
cial plan for the Town and other long-range plans in areas such as land 
usage and zoning. A major portion of each of its regular weekly meetings 
is devoted to sub-division control. The members are elected annually for 
five year terms. At present, its complement is five, but at a meeting with 
our committee the Board advised that it is considering recommending that 
its membership be increased to nine because of the volume of its work 
load along with coordination assignments to other committees and boards, 
etc. This Board retains a part-time consultant who is an expert in the 
area of long-range planning, and it has indicated that its work and plans 
would be more effective if the Town could give it more engineering 
assistance and better liason could be provided between its evening meet- 
ings and the Town’s day-time operations. 


Our committee is of the opinion that a means must be found for en- 
abling this board to be relieved of some routine follow-up engineering 
work so that it will have more time available for planning. 


The Moderator presently is elected for only a one year term. The 
Town Government Study Committee feels that consideration should be 
given to making the Moderator’s term of office three years so that it will 
be consistent with the other elective offices of the Town. 


A Centralized Filing System and an Indexing of Records would un- 
doubtedly enhance the operation of all boards and departments, as well as 
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special committees. How best to achieve this must be determined by 
further analysis of existing methods. The value of professional studies 
made over a period of years is lost to the Town in that the absence of a 
central file with a catalog index tends to make them become “personal 
files” which disappear with the dissolution of each committee and the 
change in composition of each board. 


Centralizing Administration Under the Board of Selectmen with 
More Appointive Positions — Is this desirable? Here is another area 
for further study. Inherent in this is the question as to whether some elec- 
tive positions should be made appointive. For example, would it be 
better for the Selectmen to appoint constables and assessors instead of 
having these positions filled by ballot as at present. 


Central Purchasing has been studied and discussed with town officers 
and department heads. At present all major purchases are made by com- 
petitive bids against detail specifications. The saving which might be made 
by centralized procurement both on these major items and on routine 
supplies appears quite small and is insufficient to justify the establishment 
of a separate office for this purpose in a town the size of Sharon. How- 
ever, in the course of providing coordinated staff and administrative 
services required for the growth of the town, it appears that an admin- 
istrative agent or agency will develop. The procurement function might 
be included in its scope. As a result of our studies, we recommend no im- 
mediate change in town purchasing procedure. However, centralized pur- 
chasing may well be considered in the development of the services re- 
quired to cope with the continuing growth of Sharon. 


Other Areas and opportunities should be investigated, for example: 

Moving into a new Town Office Building will afford an excellent op- 
portunity to examine methods and procedures, means for consolidating 
services rendered to the Town and a sharing of equipment and facilities. 
As a start, the Building Committee has provided that the new building 
will have a common area for office machinery to be used by several 
different departments, and walls will be movable so that the layout of 
rooms will not dictate the permanent organization of departments. 


Federal and State funds and assistance for school programs, building 
projects, etc., are becoming increasingly available. This makes it advisable 
for us to consider the appointment of one or more persons to be charged 
with the responsibility of determining what funds are available to the 
Town and the procedures which should be followed to obtain such funds 
when desirable. 


The advisability of commissioning one or more Standing Committees on 
Town By-Laws and government structure should be considered in the in- 
terest of providing continuity to a constant program for keeping the Town 
abreast of its problems and opportunities. 
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RETAIN THE PRESENT BASIC STRUCTURE 
OF THE TOWN GOVERNMENT 


The Town Government Study Committee recommends that the basic 
structure of the Government of Sharon, as set forth in the chart “Sharon 
Town Government,’ at the end of this report be retained. No changes 
appear necessary, or desirable, with respect to almost all the officers, com- 
mittees and employees shown. 


The Form of Town Meeting is a basic issue, viz. our present “open” 
Town Meeting versus “representative” Town Meeting which consists of a 
limited number of elected representative “Town Meeting Members.” The 
traditional “open” Town Meeting has the distinct advantage of a personal 
contact with town affairs for the large number of citizens who attend. 
No other procedure is comparable. It is recognized that as the town 
grows, there will come a time when the High School Auditorium will not 
accommodate those who wish to attend Town Meeting. When the un- 
wieldly procedure accompanying a concurrent overflow meeting in the 
Gymnasium becomes a frequent occurrence, we shali have no choice but 
to go to the representative Town Meeting. However, information from 
towns which have gone to representative Town Meetings strongly sup- 
ports our recommendation ro,continue open Town Meetings as long as 
practical. 


Selection of the Warrant Committee is a perennial question. Under 
present procedure, nomination by the Nominating Committee for the 
Warrant Committee is tantamount to election. This system has limitations. 
Undoubtedly able and willing people have been passed over. However, 
people who have been nominated by the committee and elected by the 
Town have been well chosen and have served well and faithfully. The 
Nominating Committee for the Warrant Committee devotes serious study 
to selection to make up a competent, responsible and well-rounded com- 
mittee. This considered weighing of the qualifications of men willing 
to serve is most important, especially with references to the qualifications 
of other members of the Warrant Committee, in order to maintain a 
representative and balanced group. 


The Other Town Boards and Committees, as explained in our Pre- 
amble, are very well staffed and operate with maximum economy and 
efficiency. It is recognized that they need additional professional and 
clerical support. However, except for the changes already recommended 
and the areas noted for further study, we feel that this should be provided 
within the present framework rather than by making basic changes in the 
presently efficient structure of the Town Government. 


To Summarize, the Committee’s studies have shown a harmonious 
and effective Town government in Sharon under the present setup. We 
recommend additional support for town committees commensurate with 
the present size and projected growth of the Town. The best way to ac- 
complish this is not clear. However, based on the success of considerably 
larger towns having the same Towm government structure as Sharon, we 
are confident that this can be achieved within the present framework, 
while at the same time retaining effective and cooperative operation of our 
Town government. of 
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DEPARTMENTAL OPERATING STAFFS 


The School Committee appoints the Superintendent of Schools. The 
Staff is nominated by the Superintendent and confirmed by the Committee. 
By Law, the Superintendent, School Principals, and Teachers have Tenure 
of Office after more than three years of service. 


The Elected Town Officers, Committees and Boards employ personnel 
for operation, clerical, consulting and other functions at their discretion 
within the scope of their operations and their appropriations as voted at 
the Town Meeting. 


The Selectmen are responsible for the Department of Public Works, 
Police and Fire Departments, and all other town services not otherwise 
specifically assigned. (See Chart — Selectmens’ Functions). The person- 
nel carrying out these functions are directly or indirectly appointed by the 
Selectmen. The present Town Accountant has Tenure of Office; Police, 
the Welfare Agent, and the Sealer of Weights and Measures are under 
Civil Service; other appointments are made on an annual basis by the 
Selectmen with salaries and wages established by schedules set up by 
the Town Personnel Board and approved at an Annual Town Meeting. 


NOTES 


Note 1. The Town Government Study Committee has considered a 
change in the term of the Moderator to three years. A decision 
was not made in time to be included in the Warrant for the 
1963 Annual Town Meeting. 


Note 2. The present Town Clerk has legal tenure, and holds office till 
resignation or retirement. 


Note 3. As noted elsewhere in this Report, the Town Government Study 
Committee recommends combining the offices of Collector of 
Taxes and Town Treasurer. 


Note 4. The Board of Public Welfare also serves as the Bureau of Old 
Age Assistance. 


Note 5. Nominations for the Warrant Committee are made by a Nomi- 
nating Committee appointed by the Moderator. In the past, the 
Town has always elected the slate of nominees presented by this 
Nominating Committee. 


Note 6. The Nominations for Trustees of the Funds are made by the 
Moderator. In the past, the town has always elected the slate 
of nominees presented by the moderator. 


Note 7. From time to time, the Town by vote at Town Meeting estab- 
lishes Special Committees for Specific Tasks. The functions of 
the Committees, their scope, membership and similar details are 
established by the votes which established the Committees. The 
following Committees are operating at the present time: 
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Town Transportation Advisory Board; Est. 1959; 5 members; 3 year 
appointments. 


Town Conservation Committee; Est. 1959; 7 members; 3 year appoint- 
ments. 


Lake Front Study Committee; Est. 1961; 6 members.

February 1963 


The Sharon Town Meeting of March 1962 affirmed the report of the 
Municipal Building Study Committee, that a new Town Hall for the 
management of town business was an immediate and pressing need. 


The Municipal Building Committee was established, and authorized to 
borrow funds from the Federal Government for the preparation of plans 
and specifications; to retain an architect for this purpose; to concom-

mitantly prepare plans and specifications for alterations and modifications 
to the Police and Fire Stations to alleviate equally pressing needs in these 


departments; and to report to the 1963 Town Meeting with recommenda- 
tions for action by the town. 


The committee applied to the Housing and Home Finance Agency for 
an advance in funds to be used for Public Works Planning. After approval 
the firm of Korslund, LeNormand & Quann, Inc., of Norwood, Massachu- 
setts, was retained for architectural services. 


This firm, proceeding on basic criteria furnished by the committee and 
the town’s department heads, has designed a Municipal Center which 
co-ordinates site, Town Hall, Police and Fire Stations into a functional, 
cohesive, economical plan, harmoniously set in its environment, calculated 
to serve the town for many years to come. 


It is this plan that the committee recommends for acceptance. 


THE PLAN 
Town Hall 


Much study to determine the most suitable arrangement of departments, 
both to each other and to the public they serve, has resulted in the follow- 
ing: 


First Floor 


All departments dealing with the public on a daily basis have been 
located on the first floor. These include the Town Clerk — Accountant, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector, Board of Health and Assessors. A Business 
Machine Room, Toilets, Foyer, necessary storage areas, and a fireproof 


vault for safeguarding active records complete the layout of the ground 
floor. 


Second Floor 


The Public Works Department, Welfare Department, Veteran’s Agent, 
and the Board of Selectmen are quartered on the second floor. The Select- 
men’s room is dual purpose having a folding partition that can be opened 
for large groups meeting with the Selectmen, or closed so that another 
committee can meet at the same time. 


Basement 


One central heating plant, located in the basement, will serve the Town 
Hall, Fire Station, and Police Station. 


This permits economies in fuel not otherwise possible. 


Another all purpose room for committee meetings, hearings, etc.; an 
unassigned area that may be used for Civil Defense Headquarters; a rest 
room; and record storage areas complete the lower floor plan. 
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Police Station 


Modifications to the Police Station include the addition of a Juvenile 
Detention Room, required by State Law, and the relocation of the garage 
to the rear of the building. The existing garage becomes a drill-meeting 
room for the joint use of the Fire and Police Departments. 


Fire Station 


Expansion of the truck area will allow the garaging of all the town fire 
apparatus, in line, ready to go. Enlarging the equipment area necessitated 
the relocation of the operations room and the Chief's office. Added were a 
Hose Tower for drying the hose, and a much needed work area for the 
maintenance of equipment on the first floor. 


The second floor provides a bunk room, kitchenette, showers, and ready 
room for the use of on duty and call personnel. 


Site 

Acquisition of the property in back of the present Town Hall by the 
1962 Town Meeting allowed for an arrangement that is at once functional, 
economical, and beautiful. 


Work can continue in the present Town Hall until the new building is 
completed, resulting in savings in rentals for office space. Razing of the 
existing eighty year old structure will provide a mall approach to the 
new building with adequate parking for the public. 


Parking for employees is provided at the rear. An entrance for Town 
vehicles from Bradford Avenue allows the closing of the present exit to 
East Chestnut Street, and this together with the widening of the street 
should alleviate much traffic congestion in this area. 


Public access will be from South Main Street.

SUMMARY 


As long as there is a Sharon, the citizens are obligated to provide a 
location suitable for town officials to carry out the duties and functions 
of Municipal Government. Two previous study committees (1945 and 
1953) reported to Town Meetings on the needs of Town Offices and the 
Police and Fire Departments. Action on these problems has been put off, 
or subordinated to the School Building Program. 


Seventeen years of inattention to a growing problem have not produced 
a solution. 


This committee believes that its recommendations are minimum for 
satisfactory and economical facilities. We urge that the Town adjust its 
perspective to the problems of its Municipal Government, and with intel- 
ligent consideration accept the recommendations of this committee for a 
new Sharon Municipal Center.

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REPORT OF THE 
LAKE FRONT STUDY COMMITTEE 


FEBRUARY 1963 
From the Minutes of the Annual Town Meeting, March 13, 1961: 


Article 29 Voted: That the Town establish a committee to be known 
as the Lakefront Study Committee, to be made up of 6 members, one of 
whom shall be a member of the Board of Selectmen, one of whom shall be 
a member of the Planning Board, one of whom shall be a member of the 
School Building Expansion Committee, said members to be chosen by their 
respective board or committee and three members to be appointed by the 
Moderator, one of whom shall be a mother that uses the lake, to study the 
public beach area and so much of the high school grounds as are adjacent 
to that area and to make recommendations for the improvement and use 
of both for recreation, school, or other municipal purposes and to transfer 
from available funds the sum of $1,000.00 for the said committee. Vacan- 
cies to be filled by the board, committee or officer making the original 
appointments. Said committee to report its findings at the next annual 
Town Meeting.

INTRODUCTORY 


The early meetings of the Committee were devoted to developing and 
formalizing a unanimous opinion as to the proper specific use of the land 
in question. 


Only after several discussions with the School Building Committee, a 
thorough site inspection, and an exposure to the various records, studies 
and conclusion of the Expansion Committee was it unanimously voted by 
this Committee that it would not recommend that any of this land be 
used strictly for school purposes. 


The Committee then voted unanimously that it would promote the use 
of the land in question for beach and park purposes, with consideration 
being given to possible joint Town-school use of certain proposed im- 
provements. 


Three Basic facts influenced this decision. 
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First 


Even if all of the now Town owned land, plus the Scott property on 
Pond Street and land now or formerly of Raider off of Gunhouse Street 
was set aside for a school site or school expansion it would not be of 
sufficient area to comply with the present minimum requirements of the 
School Building Assistance Commission. 


Second 


Inasmuch as a proposal was already underway to develop the necessary 
municipal buildings expansion program in the immediate area of the 
present Town Hall site, it was apparent that Town owned land at the 
Lakefront would not be needed for this purpose. 


Third 


The natural and obviously best economical use of the Town owned 
land at the lakefront would be beach and park development because of its 
location at the end of the Lake, and because the Town could not duplicate 
so desireable a site for this use at any other point on the Lake without 
costly land takings. 


The Committee then proceeeded to entertain proposals from several 
qualified consulting firms for the purpose of selecting a Consultant to 
make the necessary preliminary development plans and cost estimates for 
proposed improvements. 


It was unaimously voted to retain the firm of Whitman and Howard, 
Inc. of Boston, to work with the Committee. 


BACKGROUND 
Data — Sources 


A review was made of available existing background data in order to 
gain a well rounded approach to the problem at hand. Included were 
annual reports of the Waterfront Directors and Superintendent of Public 
Works, annual budget and cost figures from the Accountant’s office; 
“Survey and Report on a Master Plan for Storm Drainage for the Town 
of Sharon” (February 1962); reports of previous Lakefront Study Com- 
mittee (1957); “Comprehensive Plan for the Town of Sharon,” by Joseph 
C. Gray, Planning Board Consultant (1960). 


Discussions were held with various town officials about the project 
to gain the benefit of their background knowledge and to ascertain their 
views for the future. These officials included the Chiefs of the Fire and 
Police Departments, Superintendent of Public Works, Chairman of the 
Conservation Committee, Building Inspector, Chairman of Board of 
Health, and the Selectmen and the Planning Board — the latter two 
groups through their representatives on this Study Committee. 


The Consultant for the Committee made its own independent study, 
but, of course worked very closely with the Committee throughout. 
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BASIS OF THE PLAN 


Based on statistical information we have studied together with our 
observations and the recommendations of our Consultant we have com- 
piled the following data relative to the ultimate requirements for ade- 
quate public beach facilities at the Lake. 


1. Population 


The present population of Sharon is approximately 10,700 persons. 
According to the population projection as prepared by Joseph C. Gray in 
the Comprehensive Plan dated January 1960, the probable population at 
what has been referred to occasionally as “saturation” in the year 1985, will 
be about 23,000. 


In communities having a population of less than 30,000 it has been 
established that public beach use varies from 5 per cent to 10 per cent of 
the total population on a day of maximum attendance, and that beach 
facilities should be capable of 3 per cent to 5 per cent of the total 
population at any one time during a day of maximum attendance. 


However, from our knowledge of the Sharon beach and its use by the 
residents we feel that the larger percentage figures listed above should be 
used as a minimum. Pursuant to this thinking it is felt by the Committee 
that actual beach space itself should not be limited to a capacity of 1000 
persons but should be capable of a maximum capacity of not less than 
2000 persons at any one time. 


Therefore, this figure has been used as a basis for actual area allotted 
to beach use. 


Considering the additional areas which will be available for picnics and 
free play activities it appears there is no doubt as to the adequacy of 
beach area available for the foreseeable future. 


2. Parking 


Although at the present time there are approximately 2.5 persons per 
vehicle in the town of Sharon, observations indicate that four persons 
per car would be a more realistic figure to use in determining required 
parking area. On this basis, it is apparent that maximum attendance after 
town population “saturation” is reached around 1985 would require a 
minimum of 500 parking spaces be provided. 


However, it is our considered opinion that in view of the use potential 
of the area, parking should be provided for approximately 600 cars. With 
the addition of adequate lighting this ultimate parking area could well 
supplement the present inadequate parking facilities at the high school. 


3. Swimming 


Each year use of the beach area for swimming has increased and swim- 
ming classes are becoming more popular annually. Dock facilities are 
crowded and the Committee feels that these must be supplemented im- 
mediately. 
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With more area in use for swimming, and a projected continued increase 
in beach population, additional Life Guard facilities are included in the 
Plan. 


A great many comments have been made to the Committee about the 
early closing hours at the beach which prevent many people from using 
the Lake during the week, — especially those who work out of town. 
It is felt that serious consideration should be given to the idea of keeping 
the beach open until dusk, as was done formerly. 


4. Picnic and Free Play Area 


The Lakefront area is well patronized by persons who enjoy the locale 
but who are not particularly interested in swimming or occupying the 
open beach. For these people it is important that grassy areas be provided 
with some natural shade from the hot summer sun. Despite the fact that 
picnicking on the beach is now necessarily prohibited, it is obviously 
desirable to create an area or areas for this purpose completely segregated 
from the beach and parking areas. 


Inclusion of such areas also permits a more pleasing effect to be realized 
in regards to landscape development. When properly located this land 
treatment serves as a “buffer zone” between open areas. 


Installation of sturdy, permanently installed tables and benches will re- 
duce maintenance to a minimum, as State Park history has proven. 


5. Boating 


As a form of recreation, boating is becoming increasingly popular. 
However, as many Sharon residents know only too well, there are distinct 
disadvantages to the presence of power-boating and swimming in the 
same area. 


The present location of the Public Access area to this “Great Pond,” 
required by law, is now located at the easterly end of the public beach near 
the outlet, and not restricted to residents, has been a source of controversy 
because of the nearness of the swimming area. However, it is felt by 
many that sail boating and power boating are not compatible either in 
Open water maneuvering or in the launching and docking facilities. 


The problem faced by the Town is whether to combine facilities for 
both power boating and sail boating at the outlet or to separate them by 
putting one at the outlet and one at the Daub Property or to put them 
both at the Daub property in order to release beach frontage near the 
outlet for swimming purposes. 


In addition, prevailing winds at the lake have a definite bearing on 
the decision to locate either. 


We do not propose any action on this matter this year or next year, but 
a decision should be made by authorities during the year 1963. 


It is intended that for this year the public boat launching area remain 
where it is — as is, and that the sail boating enthusiasts use the “Daub” 
property for access to the lake.

Originally, it was felt that the fact that the “Daub” property was 
separated from the main beach area was a disadvantage from an admin- 
istrative standpoint, and overtures were made to The Order of the Brothers 
of The Sacred Heart of New England, Inc. for the purpose of discussing 
an exchange of land. These met with no preliminary success and the idea 


was dropped in order to further develop the Boat Launching proposal in 
that area. 


At the time of the writing of this report the Committee has not been 
able to arrive at an unqualified decision as to the best location for Gen- 
eral Public Access and Boat Launching. But, this area is not ruled out as 
a practical solution and this report shows two alternate locations for boat 
launching. Further study is proposed for this year to gain sufficient data 
on which to base a final recommendation. 


It is the general consensus of the Committee that more stringent regula- 
tions as to size of boats or horsepower rating of motors should be seriously 
considered, together with more effective means of enforcement of these and 
any other rules or by-laws relating to boating. 


6. Administration Building 


At the present time there is no administration building as such. There 
are two old wocd buildings in generally poor repair used for refreshment 
stands. There are also two wood toilet buildings which are also used for 
storage of life guard equipment. Our final plan incorporates the removal 
of these four structures and the construction of a centrally located perma- 
nent cinder block type building. This new building would contain space 
for a snack bar, administration office, first-aid facilities, toilets and storage 
area. 


7. Traffic and Access Roads 


Inasmuch as there does mot now exist any public way from Pond Street 
Circle westerly to the intersection of Gunhouse and Cedar Street, it was 
not considered a major decision to eliminate what is left of the old road 
surfacing and use this area for beach land. 


Also, it was unanimously agreed that, at the present, there is no justifi- 
cation for the expenditures required to construct a public road and way 
from Pond Street to Gunhouse across this land under consideration. The 
voters themselves, in 1957, took action to discontinue this section of Beach 
Street as a Public Way. There is no evidence at this time that this decision 
should be reversed. 


Insofar as the people are concerned who are in the practice of using the 
former Beach Street section to go across town, — and then for 10 months 
of the year only, — there is less than 2000 feet difference in the distance 
of travelling by Pond Street, Ames Street and South Main Street to reach 
South Main at Gunhouse from Pond Street at East Street. Within the 
existing speed limits this involves a difference of less than one minute 
travel time which is considered insignificant for the motorist. 


Despite the above comments, the Committee has provided in its plan a 
buffer strip of undisturbed natural growth, 80 feet in width, along the 
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southerly boundary of the presently used High School land. It is clearly 
intended by this Committee that this buffer strip remain as is indefinitely, 
unless circumstances beyond the foreseeable future dictate otherwise. In 
such a case this strip of land is available for roadway purposes, and the 
ultimate plan and cost estimates include this possibility. 


SUMMARY 


It is the conclusion of this Committee that a long range, or Master 
Plan, for the development of Town owned land at the Lakefront is a 
necessity at this time to serve as a guide for gradual growth and expendi- 
tures. 


The need for this, and certain immediate improvements is well attested 
to by residents and town employees alike. 


The development of the entire available area at the Lakefront, should 
be programmed on a “pay-as-you-go” basis. It is not intended that ex- 
penditures for recreation purposes arbitrarily supercede those necessary 
for more vital needs, such as protection of persons and properties, schools, 
traffic control, road construction and maintenance, water works projects 
and the like. Nor is it with utter disregard for the Planning Board’s Capi- 
tal Improvement Program that the Committee has prepared the program 
hereinafter contained. 


With the preceding in mind we have shown a breakdown of a long 
range program into 5 phases, each phase comprised of several steps. 
Many of these various steps can be even further broken down in the 
actual execution. It is intended that each of these steps, or any part 
thereof, can be executed concurrently or separately depending upon avail- 


able funds. 


It is the feeling of this Committee that the first 3 phases listed below 
should be essentially complete by 1985, but that the execution of phases 
4 and 5 will depend on circumstances which cannot be properly evaluated 
at this time. 


Each of the following phases and steps entail supplementary and ap- 
purtenant work which will be necessary to complete each individual job. 


It is suggested that the following sequence of development be considered.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


WILLIAM B. CRAWFORD, Chairman 
GEORGE B. BAILEY PETER C. HUCKINS

During 1963, the Planning Board held approximately 40 meetings. A 
good part of this time was devoted to the procedural aspects of the Sub- 
division Control Law and the remainder to the Board’s other function of 
general planning. 


Out-of-town meetings were attended by various members with the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, of which this Board is a 
member, the Mass Transportation Commission, and other groups. Each 
subdivision, whether approved or not, was traversed by the Board as part 
of its study. 


Four subdivisions were approved after consultation and study and the 
required public hearings. These consisted of 109 building lots and were 
located on Mountain Street, Norwood Street, North Main Street and 
Huntington Avenue. No appeals from the Board’s actions were taken. 


Many other plans not requiring approval under the Subdivision Control 
Law were studied and signed so that they could be recorded in the Registry 
of Deeds. 


The prior revision of the Rules and Regulations of the Board was 
printed, distributed and recorded in the Registry of Deeds. The Board 
also had the Town’s By-Laws reprinted. 


A study was begun early in the year regarding the desirability of multi- 
unit or apartment dwellings in Sharon. A large quantity of material was 
gathered from various sources dealing with the effect on the tax situation, 
the aesthetic aspects, need, location and other problems of such dwellings 
in the town. An article has been put in this year’s warrant, although no 
conclusion has been reached by the Board as this report goes to press. 


The Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth has ruled in the 
case of Aronson vs. The Town of Sharon that zoning requiring a minimum 
lot size of 100,000 square feet is invalid as to the petitioner’s land. Due to 
the fact that other land in the large tract which was zoned for this lot size 
may also be affected by this decision, the Board is undertaking a complete 
restudy of that area and others in hopes of formulating a complete revision 
of its comprehensive zoning plan. 


The Board has worked jointly throughout the year with the Conservation 
Commission, the Lakefront Study Committee, the Municipal Building 
Committee, the Warrant Committee, the Board of Selectmen, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Board of Health, and other groups in striving 
toward a better, wholly planned town. Much thought has been given to 
an expansion of the Light Industrial Zone, due to the advant of Interstate 
Route 95. No action will be taken in this regard, however, until the In- 
dustrial Development Committee has had the chance to make a report. 


ig) ee 


Regional planning has been started. Zoning maps, comprehensive plans, 
and other information has been requested and, in some cases, received from 
the Planning Boards of surrounding towns. It is hoped that this work can 
go forward with greater speed to enable better continuity in planning 
and placement of zones in the future. 


The following are some of the problems which have been presented to 
the Board for its opinions or suggestions: 


1. The Boston Edison Company’s planned 300-foot right-of-way for 
expansion of its New England power facilities, which is expected to 
pass through Sharon. 


2. The problem of the amount and duration of water pressure in the 
East Elementary School area with regard to the desirability of an- 
other standpipe in that area. 


3. The related problems of off-street parking and vehicular traffic cir- 
culation in and about Post Office Square and Billings Street. Land 
takings for parking areas and one-way traffic have been considered. 


4, The long overdue relocation of Route 27 as an aid to the traffic 
situation in Post Office Square. 


5. Soil surveys by a federal government agency to be used to augment 
the Board’s zoning study. 


The Board’s professional planning consultant, Mr. Joseph C. Gray, has 
been retained this year on a job-to-job basis. One of his most helpful 
projects has been the drawing of town maps at a 1:400 scale, including 
property lines and a topographical overlay. This will assist the Board in 
land development and future growth. 


The Six-Year Financial Plan is a long-standing duty of the Planning 
Board and has been submitted separately. 


Planning Board Six Year Financial Projection

Financial planning is a good form of insurance against unpleasant fluctu- 
ations in taxes, borrowing, and payments, both personal and municipal. 
The three tables following are the condensed story of — 


I] Where we are going 
II What it will probably cost on the way 
Ill Where we will get the money 


From Table I we find reduced estimates (compare 1962 report) of 
population and the number of occupied dwellings, while the value of 
dwellings has been increased almost ten percent overall. Our total assessed 
valuation will be very close to $26,000,000 in 1964. 
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Table II shows controlled growth of operating expenses and diminishing 
capital expenses until 1969. Debt service will remain fairly constant until 
our next school is completed in 1968, Total Town expenses, including 
schools, show an estimated increase of about ten percent per year for the 
foreseeable future. 

Finally Table III develops the final estimate of the tax rate needed to 
raise the difference between total expenses and income other than real and 
personal property taxes. Columns 1 through 4 are income, or available 
funds. 

Additional revenue to meet expenses is obtained from taxes on real and 
personal property. In 1964 this will be about $79.00 per thousand dollars 
valuation if the recommendations of the Warrant (Financial) Committee 
are followed.

TRANSPORTATION ADVISORY BOARD

The year 1963 saw a welcome change in public policy toward mass trans- 
portation in the Boston area, and significant indications on the national 
scene that greater emphasis on public transportation could be expected. 
Locally, the state Mass Transportation Commission initiated a $5.4 million 
demonstration program + which included fare reductions and service im- 


provements on the Boston and Providence line of the New Haven Rail- 
road, a direct benefit to Sharon. The first phase of the experiment began 
in March and your Board attempted to keep informed of the progress of 
the program and did local publicity work to supplement the ineffective 
and fragmentary attempts of the carrier and the MTC. 


At the same time your board initiated a study of the commutation habits 
of Sharon total commuter population with the aid of the Police Census- 
takers and additional follow-up by members of the League of Women 
Voters. The objective of the program was to determine what the the- 
oretical demand for core city transportation actually is and to build a 
profile of actual destinations of all Sharon commuters. The report will 
be published in early 1964. 


The Board, through its railroad representative, Edward V. Flynn, con- 
tinued its attempts to free traffic circulation in the western parking lot 


during evening hours and, with the cooperation of the Selectmen, could 
report that parking spaces were repainted and repositioned. 

Representatives of the Board maintained contact with other groups in 
the region regarding the experiments, proposed curtailments, and with 
MTC at a regional meeting. 


The Board also observed that the Williams bill in the United States 
Senate did not get out of committee in 1963 and is not given much chance 
in the 64 session of Congress. We also have noted the ominous defeat of 
the national administration’s plan for a District of Columbia Transit pro- 
gram (due in particular to the concerted opposition of highway users 
groups, auto interests, and auto clubs). The refusal of the New Jersey 
legislature to authorize a regional (tri-state) transportation Agency set back 
developments in that area significantly. Here in New England, the New 
Haven gives no evidence of the slightest fiscal strength while the Boston & 
Maine has petitioned for suspension of all its passenger operations. It is 
impossible to be optimistic at this time concerning the future of mass trans- 
portation, in view of these indicators. 


1 $3.6 million consisted of grants from the office of Transportation of the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency, and $1.8 million consisted of appropriations from 
the legislature. 
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The New Haven Railroad Demonstration Program 


The first program instituted by the MTC included a reduction of fares 
(Table I) and an increase in off-peak train service (Table Il). In March, 
1963, the fare reduction was less than 10 per cent and off-peak trains re- 
quired the same fares as peak trains. Publicity was spotty. The second 
phase of the experiment was instituted in September and included retention 
of the off-peak trains, return of commuter fares to the pre-March level, 
and inauguraion of an off-peak fare good between 9:23 A.M. and mid- 
night (inbound) and on all outbound trains except those leaving Boston 
between 4:30 and 6:00 P.M. The tentative conclusions of the MTC as 
expressed in their report No. 5 stated “. . . substantial improvement in 
off-peak service was offered, . . . substantially increased volumes on off- 
peak trains, and contrary to the experience of the B. & M. a greater in- 
crease appeared promptly upon the application of the new low off-peak 
fares in September. More than 2,000 passengers per day are brought into 
Boston on this line, a volume which makes its continuance important to 
the overall solution of the general urban transport problem. Moreover, this 
line has further importance as a substitute, by automobile feeder, for 
other lines. This is especially true at the station at the circumferential 
Route 128, where a large parking lot is available to passengers driving 
from a wide area.” 


The MTC report makes as one of its tentative policy recommendations, 
“It would be to the advantage of the railroad and the public if the Com- 
monwealth were to provide for the continuation of the recently improved 
setvice within Massachusetts on the main line of the New Haven R.R., 
by Commonwealth contractual purchase of such improved service at a 
cost of approximately $300,000 per year.” 


The Board heartily concurs with these observations. Below are additional 
tables and information relating to rail passenger service.

The Board of Public Welfare held frequent meetings with the agency 
director during 1963 to consider departmental business, take action as 
required and to approve necessary expenditures. 


The administration of the local public assistance program is carried on, 
for the most part, subject to applicable laws and the rules and regulations 
of the federal and state welfare agencies. Local actions and expenditures 
are reviewed via regular fiscal audits and field surveys. 


Public Welfare in 1963 was a year of change and revision in com- 
munities throughout Massachusetts. On September 1st a 5.1% cost of 
living increase was granted to all recipients of Old Age Assistance, Dis- 
ability Assistance and Aid to Families with Dependent Children. Effective 
October Ist the “leisure time activities” allowance credited to recipients 
of Old Age Assistance was hiked from $4.00 to $5.00 per month. 


Revisions were also made in various fee schedules of the statewide 
public assistance “Medical Care Plan.” The most noteworthy changes were 
in the all-inclusive hospital per diem rates which tend overall to creep 
higher year by year. 


Also, there has been a considerable increase in the volume of statistical 
reporting and classification systems. Practically all agency business, no 
matter how trivial or routine by past standards, is now compiled into 
daily, monthly and quarterly reports. The nature of our agency business 
and the subsequent reports serve to formulate the percentages which de- 
termine the maximum federal and state reimbursement for administrative 
expenditures. 


At the present time we are working out a formula which will enable 
the town to claim federal and state reimbursement, in lieu of rent, for the 
space allotted to this agency in the new municipal building. It is antici- 
pated that the reimburseable funds will be claimed on a quarterly basis 
for a period up to twenty years. 


Our records show that in 1963 it cost the town of Sharon a net of 21¢ 
on every dollar spent for the administration of the public welfare office.
